REMEMBRANCE DAY 

Tomorrow, Friday, November 11, is "Armistice Day ’ 
and throughout the entire dominion the day will be ob¬ 
served. “Armiktice Day” carries its own special signifi¬ 
cance and is a day which should be honored by all. It 
was on that day, Nov. 11, 1918, that the world was re¬ 
leased from the horror of war and that arms were laid 
aside by the soldiers on the battlefield. 

Today we are passing through a very critical period of 
depression and the state of disorder, the worst ever 
known is due primarily to the war, which forced many 
violent changes in industry and trade. However we owe 
those men who served their country every consideration. 

The Canadian Legion perpetuates the memory of Ar¬ 
mistice Day and they constantly think of the disabled vet¬ 
erans, the widows and orphans and comrades gone before. 
This year Armistice Day and “Poppy Day” are linked to¬ 
gether and Canadians will be asked to subscribe to the 
Poppy fund and when approached buy a poppy. 

ENLARGED MUNICIPAL DISTRICTS 

During the past week, three prominent figures in the 
Alberta Live Stock Industry, Senator P. Burns, Ed. Ad¬ 
ams and R. R. Macleay have made pronouncements which 
express alarm at the proposed absorption of local im¬ 
provement districts , into municipality districts. They 
speak, not only for themselves, but for other ranchers ana 
for dairy farmers and wi nd farmers in the foothill sec¬ 
tion of Alberta. Senator Burns and Mr.- Adams both de¬ 
clare that such amalgamation with its consequent in¬ 
crease in taxes will bring ruin to the livestock industry 
which is at present not in a healthy condition. Referenc i 
is made to the care exercised in the past in the methods 
carried out in administration and to the credit of half 
a million dollars which they now have with the govern¬ 
ment. This amount represents taxes paid but unexpend¬ 
ed. Protest petitions are being circulated and largely 
signed in districts affected and a series of meetings are 
being held in order to have a frank discussion and under¬ 
standing on the question. No doubt the government will 
give the matter very serious consideration and will en¬ 
deavor to meet the objections of the local improvement 
districts. At the coming meeting of the Alberta munici¬ 
palities in Calgary this week, the whole question will be 
fully discussed. 

SHEER WASTE OF TIME 

In this week’s letter from Dr. Stanley covering the:, de¬ 
liberations of parliament, reference is made to the debate 
on the provisions of the trade agreement between Great 
Britain and Canada which has become a desultory affair. 
Uy actual count there were only 28 members, in attend¬ 
ance during an address of one of the members. And 21 
on another occasion. The discussion has been confined 
largely to Opposition members with the result that criti¬ 
cisms have become mere weary repetitions. In view of 
the many pressing questions which invite the attention of 
federal legislation it is unfortunate that valuable time is 
being lost by playing politics.- The views of both leaders 
and groups were known long ago, so why prolong the dis¬ 
cussion. There is a very serious unemployment problem, 
pressing railway and wheat marketing problems and 
these should be seriously discussed and deliberated upon. 
It’s high time parliament got down to serious business. 

SAMPLES OF RED TAPE 

Here are two instances of red tape as practiced : n 
Washington, which very closely exemplifies the situation 
a s exists in Canada. 

One was the case of the farmer living on the edge of a 
National forest in the West who wrote the government 
asking permission to use as fuel some discarded ties ly¬ 
ing rotting in the park. If he couldn’t get the tie's he’d go 
cold that winter. This simple request passed through 58 
hands before it finally came to the Secretary of the In¬ 
terior, who could not give permission to use the ties, but 
before going cold he told the farmer to use the ties. The 
reply came a year later. Think of 58 people not having 
sufficient initiative to answer the request sensibly. 

“The other story is of an engineer on a reclamation 
project on the Mexican border.The camp buildings caught 
fire and the engineer called -a group of men to help put it 
out. The men demanded $1.00 apiece before they wbuld 
start work. The promise was given and when the fire 
was extinguished th# engineer paid the men a dollar 
each. He took from each one an affidavit and receipt in 
sextuplicate as required. Six months later he received 
from Washington a letter saying that the $28 could not 
be refunded to him as he had not complied with the regu¬ 
lations requiring him-to call for public tenders for all ser 
vice work before letting a contract.” - 


WHAT IK) THEY KNOW? 


Are great men actually as gTeat as they are credited 
with being, or were the big magnates of the inflation 
years, carried along on waves of unnatural prosperity 
quite as much beyond their control as.the succeeding 
waves of adversity. 1 

The Regina Leader Post suspects that men such as Kreug 
er and Insulls created Frankenstia u, mo nsters which de¬ 
voured them eventually. 

The- Post says: “Take the case of the Insulls—regarded 
as Titans in the U.S. power and corporation fields, with 
a number of interests projecting into Canada. Did the In¬ 
sulls comprehend the working of the scores of interlock¬ 
ing companies that had come into existence, and know* 
generally as Insull interests? It is reported that it Wl 
take months of auditing to unravel the threads of the de¬ 
funct Insull company. It is intimated that no human be¬ 
ing could really fathom the complicated set up and fath¬ 
om where this began and then ended., 

“People have spoken with awe of the great brain pow¬ 
er which could understand the interlocking of companies, 
the parent companies, the subsidiary companies, the hold¬ 
ing companies, the class A and B debentures, the second 
mortgage bonds, the voting and non-voting stock. It 
seemed amazing that-there were men who understood all 
these things.” 

In the light of the present, it seems probable that they 
did not understand, and that no one man should be per¬ 
mitted supreme control over any project or investment in¬ 
volving other people's money. 

Great financiers have caused simple investors much 
grief. The government maintains fairly firm inspection 
and regulation over banks, life insurance companies and 
so on. It could extend its supervision to all corporation

BE CAREFUL WITH GASOLINE 

Many unfortunate deaths and accidents have occurred 
within the year due to the careless use of gasoline while 
cleaning clothes. The Lethbridge Herald points out the 
dangers arising from the cleaning of garments and caus¬ 
es of explosions and fires with gas. 

Cleaning garments with gasoline inside of a building, 
the heavy vapor given off leaves the place where the 
cleaning is being done and travels along the floor in any 
air current going to the fireplace or heater. This may 
travel from one room to anotheror go down to the base 
ment and become ignited. The explosion that takes place 
extends back to’the source of fluid giving off the vapor 
and thus setting fire to the contents of the container. The 
gasoline in container is usually thrown around the room 
owing to the disturbance the explosion makes. This gets 
fire to everything it comes in contact with. It only re¬ 
quires about 5 per cent, of gasoline vapor to cause a very 
dangerous explosive condition. Gasoline can also be ig¬ 
nited without coming in contact with the flame, and in 
nearly all cases where there have been gasoline fires and 
explosions, static electricity has been the chief cause. 

Static is generated by friction between two objects, 
especially insulator objects, such as silk and wool, silk 
beaded dresses, dresses with glass buttons, gasoline and 
• fur, gasoline and rubber, heated garments. A person’s 
• hand cominjr in contact with gasoline is also dangerous 

A small spark from any of the above sources causes 
the ignition of gasoline whether indoors or outdoors. This 
condition of static., electricity is greatly increased in cold 
weather as the atmosphere is dry. In rainy or damp 
weather the humidity ofthe atmosphere prevents these 
static charges to some extent, but it is difficult to detect 
static at all times. So it will be concluded that cleaning 
should be done only in closed machines or by using non- 
expjosive liquids. . - 1 

BLAMING THE OTHER FELLOW! 

In times of great stress such as we are now experienc¬ 
ing, unfair an.d unjust criticism is frequently offered to 
governments, banks and other institutions blaming them 
for the depression. The editor of The Hanna Herald, on 
this subject, says: 

"We have no particular objective to attain in champ¬ 
ioning the cause of the banks, but we think that our 
Canadian hanking system has proven itself to be immeas¬ 
urably superior to that of the United States where some 
three thousand banks closed their doors during the pasc 
three years. Had that condition obtained in Canada we 
would i>e in an infinitely worse position than we are now. 

The cau--.es of the world depression are manifold and in¬ 
clude the following: intense nationalism resulting in high 
tariffs and trade restrictions of various kinds; over-spec¬ 
ulation resulting a financial collapse and the customary 
aftermath; mechanical and over-production causing up- 
economically low prices; the stupendous pile of unpayable 
war debts bearing heavily on international trade; the 
“cornering” of gold by France and the United States. 

Of course the bankers of the world make extremely ser¬ 
ious errors and certainly have to share a grave responsi¬ 
bility. They assumed that this depression was a mere 
reaction after expansion and would soon correct ■ itself. 
When they, saw their mistake they became panicky and 
their subsequent actions merely added to the trouble.

Turner -Valley Produced 2,657,589 
Barrels of Petroleum in Last Two 
Years 


In the two year period that Alberta 
has controlled its natural resources, 
from Oct. 1* 1930, to Sept 30, 1932, 
petroleum production has totalled 
2,667,589 barrels, according to figures 
released on Monday by Hon. R. G 
Reid, provincial treasurer and minis¬ 
ter of lands and mines. Of this to¬ 
tal 2,468,940 barrels has been pro¬ 
duced in Turner Valley. For the first 
year total petroleum production was 
1,666,454 barrels and for the second 
year 991,135. Gas consumption to¬ 
talled 36,276,993,000 cubic feet of 
which 19,650,577,000 cubic feet was 
the first year and 16,626,416,000 cub- 
feet the second. Reduction in 
naphtha production was due to wet 
gas becoming drier in the older pro¬ 
ducing wells and also to the curtail¬ 


ment of drilling. 


CANADIAN DOLLAR 
^ENGLISH POUND 


Cootc's Arguments on Canadian 
Money on Parity With English 
Pound is Convincing 


As an evidence of the trend of 
public opinion even at Ottawa, it will 
be seen that the member for Macleod 
Mr. G.-G. Coote, has convinced mem¬ 
bers of the government as to the wis¬ 
dom for the establishment of parity 
between the Canadian dollar and the 
British pound. The House of Com¬ 
mons on November 2 divided on 
straight party lines. Mr. Coote mov¬ 
ed an amendment to the motion to 
make ratification, of the Anglo Cana¬ 
dian trade treaty contingent, on the 
establishment of parity of the Cana¬ 
dian -dollar and pound sterling. The 
vote was 109'to 71. 

Hon. H. H. Stevens, minister of 
trade and commerce, informed the 
House, the government was greatly 
concerned about the exchange ques¬ 
tion. 

The minister urged that the 
amendment be not pressed and ex¬ 
pressed a great deal of sympathy 
with the contention of Mr. Coote 
which was that Canada could not 
compete successfully in the British 
markets against countries like Aus¬ 
tralia, Argentine and Denmark which 
have a much depreciated currency as 
compared with Canada. 

Being Studied 

The whole question, Mr. Stevens 
said, was to come up at the interna¬ 
tional conference. Furthermore, it 
was receiving the continued study of 
this government. 

“I know,” Mr. Stevens said, “the 
prime minister and my colleagues are 
all deeply concerned about it, and it 
may be that other ways will be 
found of meeting the difficulty. If 
1 were quite certain that there was 
no other solution to the problem 1 
would be inclined to support my Hon. 
friend’s view, not necessarily in its 
present form, but keeping in mind 
the end he seeks to achieve. It is 
quite possible that the further study 
will bring about a solution.

A hotelkeeper in Edmonton who 
served game birds as ’an added at¬ 
traction to his dining room menu 
was convicted under the Alberta 
Game Act for so doing. : It is illegal 
for hotels or restaurants to store or 
serve game or game birds.

SIAMESE DYNASTY 
,<! CRUMBLING 


Mr. Frazier Hunt, noted corres¬ 
pondent and observer of International 
affairs, is now making a survey in 
the far East for the Hearst newspa¬ 
pers, and his last despatch from 
Baugkot, Siam, in September makes 
interesting reading. He declares that 
Europe’s hold on the political thougnt 
of the world seems at last to have 
been broken. It is Soviet Russia and 
the Soviet system of government, as 
retlected through the Kuomintaug 
dictatorship of China, that has 
caught the eye of the restless East. 
He tells that when a handful of ex¬ 
cited and unexperienced young Siam¬ 
ese revolutionists upturned one of 
the last two remaining absolute mon¬ 
archies, the temporary constitution 
that they rushed to a flustered King 
to sign was modelled after Dr. Sun 
Yat Sen's party dictatorship ojt China 
This plan in turn, follows the’idea of 
tlie dictatorship of social Union by 
the Communist party. Soviet elections 
nolhwithstanding, Mr. Hunt says, 
the real ruler of Russia is the Com¬ 
munist party, and the secretary of 
the Central committee of the party, 
Stalin, ranks with history’s most 
powerful dictators. It was notice¬ 
able that in Siam the group of revo¬ 
lutionary leaders in studying the sit¬ 
uation did not consider the British- 
French, nor American constitution as 
a guide, as they were all a century 
and more old and therefor obsolete. 
So it was that Moscow became the 
new mother of parliaments for Siam.

It is rather gratifying to observe 
that, a good record has been made in 
the operation of the C.N.R. In Sep¬ 
tember* the gross revenue dropped 
$1,000,000 below last September’s 
returns, but the net income shows an 
increase of $1,440,000. This means 
that the net operating expenses has 
been cut nearly $2,500,000 a month. 
For a nine-months period the railroad 
shows twice as much net revenue as 
last year, in spite of a gross revenue 
falling off of $25,000,000. The oper¬

VALUABLE DATA 
IN CENSUS RETURNS 

This Report Deals With Information 
About farms and Farm Property 

The Research Dept, of the Searle 
Grain Co. at Winnipeg have a facul¬ 
ty of presenting dry facts in an inter¬ 
esting way. From reports issued by 
the Dominion Bureau of Statistics 
week by week the following interest¬ 
ing information was. brought out by 
the 1931 census. A recent report 
dealing with farms and farm proper¬ 
ty gives information of each province 
separately. 

Numbers and Averages 

Taking Alberta, Saskatchewan and 
Manitoba as a unit it is found that 
these provinces have a total ’ number 
of 388,079 farms as compared with 
'138,664 in the whole of Canada. That 
43,(09 of the W'estern farms are op¬ 
erated by tenants, and the balance 
by owners with some hy part ownefs 
and part tenants. The total acreage 
in farms in the West is 109,782,603 
compared with 163,568,369 acres in 
the whole of Canada, the- average 
acreage per farm being 279 in Mani¬ 
toba, 408 in Saskatchewan and 400 
in Alberta, and 224 for the whole of 
Canada. 

Land and Property Values 

The value of farm property, land 
and buildings, in western provinces 
is given as $1,956,335,900, compared 
with $4,046,223,300 for the whole of 
Canada. The average value per 
farm in the three western provinces 
is shown as $6,531.00,. as compared 
with $5,553.00 for all Canada. 

Mortgage Debts 

The amount of mortgage debts on 
all Canadian farms is shown as $67 (- 
564,100—in the three western prov¬ 
inces as $346,154,600 with an aver¬ 
age mortgage per western farm , of 
$3,157.00, which "shows a ratio oi 
mortgage to' the value of all the 
farms of 20.81 per cent for Manito¬ 
ba; 17.76 per cent for Saskatchewan 
and 16.37 per cent, for Alberta. 

The percent of farms in the West 
reported mortgaged is 42.37 per cent 
in Manitoba; 49.02 per cent in Sas¬ 
katchewan and 40.08 per cent, in Al¬ 
berta, as compared with a total Do- 
minioji per cent, mortgage of 37.32. 

Taxes for 1930 

The total amount of farm taxes 
for 19*1) was $54,360,600 for all Can¬ 
ada, and for the three prairie prov¬ 
inces $26,176,450. This amounted to 
43 cents an acre for 1930 of all the 
land and 80 cepts per acre of the 
improved land in all Canada, and av¬ 
erage of 36 cents per acre of owned 
land and 63 cents per acre of improv¬ 
ed land average for the West. 

Cost Hired Help 

$100,501,340 was spent in cash and 
board for hired labor in the whole of 
Canada in the year 1930, and $49,639 
640 in Alberta, Saskatchewan and 
Manitoba together. The average ex¬ 
penditure for hired help per farm 
for the whole of Canada in 1930 was 
'$356 and in Alberta, Saskatchewan 
and Manitoba $416 per farm for the
